any apparent weakness on the part of 
Great Britain during the critical 
months of the peace negotiations, 

“For this purpose it is/imperative 
that we should maintain a strong 
army on the Rhine, and, of course, 
necessary services behind the front, 
both in France and at home, 

“Although the fighting has stop- 
ped, the war is not over, The Ger- 
man armies have not been demobiliz- 
ed and are still very powerful.

Robert Clynes, who held the office of 
food controller, is to be deputy lead- 
er, He withdrew from the govern- 
ment in compliance with the Labor 
executive’s decision. Both of the men 
are looked upon as moderates, 

Three of the seven officers appoint-

Turks Claim’ They Were Opposed to 
Armenian Massacres . 

Washington, —- Reports have beén 
received from Constantinople to the 
effect that the Ottoman government 
has decided to create a general court 
martial fom the trial of all function- 
arics responsible for the Armenian 


massacres, although most of them 
have fled the country with Enver 
Pasha and Djemal. The despatch 


Says that Marshal Liman von Sand- 
ers, formerly head of the German 
military mission in Turkey and one 
of those primarily responsible for the 
massacres, was aJlowed to leave Con- 
Stantinople freely, 

The statement published to the ef- 
fect that the Ottoman government 
proposes to form a court martial for 
the trial and punishment of the cul- 
prits responsible for the Armenian 
massacres is absolutely valueless. The 
old and young Turks are joinfly and 
severally. responsible for the horrors 
perpetrated upon the Armenians. Not 
a Turk lifted a finger to protest 
against the wholesale extermination 
of the last section of the law-abiding, 
innocent and progressive element of 
the Ottoman empire. Had the cen- 
tral powers won this war, the ring- 
leaders of the Armenian butcheries, 
including Enver and Talaat, would 
have been hailed by the Turkish pop- 
ulace as heroes. 

The Turks are now endeayoring to 
ingratiate themselyes with the en- 
tente powers, so as to. gain better 
terms at the peace conference, and 
have sent emissaries to Europe in

British Sloop of War Is Now at 
Esquimalt 
| Vancouver. — H. M. S. Algerine is 


to be sold out of the service as she 
lies at her mooring in Esquimalt har- 
bor, according to announcement made 
by the naval authorities. 

The vessel is of the type known as 
a sloop of war, similar to the Shear- 


water, and was built in England in 
1895. She is 185 feet long, steel built 
and has twin screws. The Algerine 


came to British Columbia from the 
China station a few years ago and, 


with the Shearwater, patrolled south. 


When war broke out the Algerine 
and Shearwater were in Mexican 
waters and the German squadron 


made an effort to find the ships be- 
fore they regained Esquimalt.
